Much interest is being manifested 
by the public in the petition which was 
filed Saturday with Judge Shea, by 
Joel H. Matlock, as receiver of the 
Seym our Gas and Electric Company, 
asking for the court’s consent to issue 
receiver’s certificates to the amount of 
$30,000 for the repairing of the plant. 
Frank S. Jones, council for the minor­ 
ity of the bond holders, 
was notified 
Friday that such a petition would 
be 
filed and with city attorney Edward 
P. Eisner, representing the city 
and 
Seba A. Barnes who appeared 
udod 
behalf of the Citizens and Merchants’ 
A ssociation, moved the court for a 
continuance of the hearing. 
Judge 
Shea set Saturday as the date for the 
hearing of the arguments. 
The receiver declares that there are 
many repairs which should fyave been 
made several years ago, but the work 
has been delayed from time to time 
until now it is necessary 
that the 
plant be repaired. 
He said that the 
boilers in the engine room were virtu­ 
ally condemned about two years ago, 
by the state boiler inspector and that 
they will have to be replaced in a 
short time or the plant 
will be com ­ 
pelled to close down. 
He says that, 
there are many other repairs needed. 
The attorneys who are opposed to 
the granting of the petition contend 
that the court should not give the re­ 
ceiver the authority to issue bonds for 
such a large sum, 
but only for the 
amount necessary to preserve 
the 
property. 
The petition is considered 
as very 
important com ing as it does before 
the council has granted a franchise. 
The old com pany is now operating its 
plant m this city although its fran­ 
chise has expired. 
The receiver 
the majority of the bond holders are 
desirous of placing the plant in good 
condition and to continue the same 
in operation. 
Although they have no 
city franchise they are premitted by 
law to keep the plant in operation and 
to serve patrons where their lines are 
now constructed 
but cannot extend 
the service 
It is generally believed that if the 
plant here is thoroughly repaired and 
placed in good condition other cora- 
.panies will not be so willing to erect 
a plant in the city and compete against 
the plant already here. 
Mr. Eisner, 
city attorney, said that if this plant 
was repaired and no other company 
would erect a plant here it would 
probably be about twelve years, 
or 
after the gas franchise expired before 
other com panies wouldconsider build­ 
ing a plant here. 
A few bond holders known as the 
minority bond holders are opposed to 
having the receiver’s certifiâtes issued 
and will be represented by 
Frank 
S. 
Jones at the hearing.

Steel Passenger Cars. 


j 
W hat is probably the largest steel 
passenger car equipment owned by 
any railroad in the world is that of 
the Pennsylvania railroad which, with 
the cars just completed and those in 
course of construction, 
has 630 all 
steel passenger cars. 
With this large 
number of steel cars, the Pennsylvania 
railroad is now to start the operation 
of all-steel passenger trains on some 
of its lines of densest traffic. 
On August 12, 1906, 
the P ennsyl­ 
vania railroad announced that all 
future passenger equipment would be 
built of steel; not only steel frame, 
but steel and non-caliapsible in every 
particular. 
In planning the cars and 
| establishing the standards, which are 
now copied in all Pennsylvania pas- 
engercars, no expense has been spared 
by the company to build a coach 
which should provide 
the greatest 
possible strength, 
a 
steel framing 
which could not be affected by fire, an 
inside lining which should 
be abso­ 
lutely unburnable, and, at the same 
time, one that would not conduct heat 
or sound. 
With the all-steel passenger equip­ 
ment now in service or on order, and 
some 2.50 steel cars to be ordered on 
the 1910 passenger equipment pro­ 
gram the Pennsylvania railroad will, 
in a short time, have in service about 
900 of its own steel passenger cars, 
and 500 steel Pullman cars.

Capt. A. S. By us. an oy ster pack et 
of this city , happened to attend the sals 
ami bought the old vehicle for a very 
small sum. and later gave it to his friend 
Capt. H artge, who prizes it highly .—

Simone, who 
recently married a son of former Presi­ 
dent Casimir-Perier, indignantly refused 
to fulfill one of the functions Imposed 
upon her as the Hen Pheasant.

QUAIL PLEN TIFU L AS SPARROWS. 


Pest at Seattle, W here They Ruin Gar­ 
dens and Destroy Grain 
The spectacle of the biggest city of 
W ashington organizing a municipal quail 
hunt may soon be seen here. Remark able 
as it may seem, Seattle is so overrun 
with these game birds tha t they are be­ 
coming a pest, are ruining gardens and 
are mak ing 
serious 
encroachments 
on 
grain supplies in the city . 
This state of affairs has been brought 
to pass by the law that prohibits the use 
of firearms in the city and the law of 
nature, that one pair of quail if left 
alone will produce IKK) quail in three 
y ears. 
Quail native to K innear park and the 
unoccupied lauds along the 
shores 
of 
Lak es W ashington and Union have mul­ 
tiplied with their usual fecundity ever 
since Seattle has been on the « nap, and 
have gradually become accustomed 
to 
the noise and activity of the city . F ind ­ 
ing themselves unharmed even by the 
small boy with the slingshot, the birds 
have become as plentiful as sparrows 
and covey s are to be found at all times 
of the day , scattered all over the city 
from the residence portion to the w ater­ 
front dock s. 
Early trolley cars stir them as they 
feed, and each time the whir of their 
wings sounds commuters 
swear 
softly 
and think of the seeds they have planted 
sand which have failed to come up— 
merely because the quail have been there 
first. 
The subject is now being tak en up un­ 
officially by the residents of the outly ing 
portions of the city and an effort will be 
made shortly to have the city council 
provide some means of ridding Seattle 
of its game bird nuisance.—Seattle Cor.

Menelik , King o f Aby ssinia, for his name 
is “ Prince La Soloman.” 
Prince La Soloman, it will be remem­ 
bered. came to America and W ashing­ 
ton two y ears ago and sought from Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt aid in bis grand-father’s 
scheme to people the little province of 
Cgrager. Soudan, Egy pt, with America« 
negroes. 
He got as far as an interview 
with 
Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
by 
calling 
the 
President “ the Great Dem ocrat.” But 
he did not get Congress to push his bill 
giving him a free 
pass 
through 
the 
south, and a guarantee of protection in 
his efforts to entice southern black la­ 
bor to Africa. The plan is still in abey ­ 
ance. 
It has the sanction of England 
and of Suliman. King of Cgrager. and 
the Mohammedan priesthood. 
But that is not what Prince La 
Solo­ 
man is in New York for. 
H e is organ­ 
izing a new order of Masons, which he 
say s is the real article done up in the 
original pack age. 
He 
himself, 
as 
a 
starter and a feeler, as it were, “is a 
ninety -sixth degree Mason.” 
"H ow I happened to be a ninety -sixth 
degree Mason,” said the prince at the 
home of H ow ard H. Smith. 240 West 
Sixty -second street, “has to do with the 
story of my life. 
You see, we of that 
part of the Soudan have alw ay s been 
Mohammedans. 
“ I studied medicine at W ales college. 
London, 
and then entered 
the priest­ 
hood 
of the Church 
of England 
and 
served fifteen y ears in the W est Indies. 
Then as my grandfather w as ill I « -as 
called home, and as the religion of my 
country w as Mohammedan I had to be 
ordained a priest in Temple Mecca Mo­ 
dena. at Cgrager, Soudan. 
“O ur house has intermarried for gen­ 
erations with 
that of Aby ssinia, 
and 
Menelik is my fourth cousin. 
He is a 
Mason of the ninety -sixth degree. 
An­ 
cient, 
lik e my self, we two being the 
highest in the world, and the original 
order being extant in 'northern Africa 
only . 
"W hen I came to New York I found 
that the colored 
* Masons here did not 
have the original k ind—that is. Ancient. 
Free, Accepted and Operative Masonry 
—and therefore I am going to organize 
Holy Egy ptian lodge No. 1 as soon as I 
get enough folk s interested. 
It will he 
incorporated, and will have no connec­ 
tion with colored or white Masonry in 
the United States, but will be affiliated 
with the Masonry of northern A frica.”— 
New York World.

Africans of East Coast Insist on Foot­ 
wear That “Talk s Loud.” 
The east coast African buy ing shoes 
is less concerned with lit or .sty le than 
with a qualify the white man ignores—or, 
at worst, wishes to if he cannot. T hat is, 
the squeak . 
"Do they talk proper loud?” inquiries 
the ingenious native first of all, and if 
they do not “talk ” he « ill not buy . 
In the South seas it is the same with 
the bronze m an as in Africa with the 
black , say s The 
Youth’s 
Companion. 
Perhaps it is only a natural desire for 
harmony in the attire, 
for 
his 
other 
articles of dress, although seldom nu­ 
merous. are frequently also “loud.” The 
preparations of a native crew about to 
receive shore leave are amusingly de­ 
scribed bv a passenger. 
“Tapitua. who is a great dandy , puts 
two gold earrings in one ear and fastens 
a wreath of cock ’s feathers about his 
hat. Ivoddi, christened George, gets into 
a thick blue woolen jersey , very suitable 
for A ntarctic weather; a scarlet and y el­ 
low parco or k ilt and a pair of English 
shoes, 
which mak e him limp terribly , 
but they are splendid squeak ers, so Kod- 
di is happy . 
“Ta puts 
011 three different singlets— 
a pink , a blue anti a y ellow’—turning up 
the edges carefully so as to present a 
fine display of lay ered colors and gums 
the gaudy label christening himself with 
the imposing title of ‘O ur Real R asp­ 
berry .’ 
"Neo is wearing two hats and three 
neck handk erchiefs. 
"Ok i has a cap with a P. & O. ribbon 
and Union Steam ship company ’s jersey , 
besides a three-penny piece i n the hol­ 
low’ of eaen ear. Truly w> are a gay 
party by the time we are ready to land.” 
So certain are the islanders 
select 
squeak ing shoes that many clever m anu­ 
facturers now put special squeak ers into 
goods intended for the island trade. 
The value of shoe music was recently 
amusingly impressed upon a good ua- 
tured visitor who presented some shoe 
polish to a native friend, whom he had 
seen mournfully contemplating the fast 
fading glories of his footwear. 
The native departed, grateful and en­ 
joy ed, but inquiry a day later proved 
tha t the gift had not accomplished all 
tha t w as expected of it. 
"Shoe feathers shine again, all right,” 
explained 
the 
recipient, 
figuratively , 
"but shoes don’t siug.” 


GATES ON GAMBLING. 


He Advises Every body to Shun It in 
All Forms. 
John W. Gates, famous for his 
expres­ 
sion, “ Bet y ou a million.” surprised and 
delighted the annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Port A r­ 
thur. Tex., by delivering an address in 
which he talk ed long 
and 
earnestly 
against the habit of gambling, which, he 
said, is very contagious and frequently 
fatal. The speak er appealed to his a u­ 
dience to give all form of gambling, from 
w heat pit speculation to “crap shooting,” 
a wide berth, aud to devote their lives 
to honest labors. 
H e cited many exam ­ 
ples of men w ho made fortunes in a day 
and lost them as quick ly , and then died 
in poverty after a lift* of feverish worry ­ 
ing and distress. 
Mr. Gates laid par­ 
ticular stress on investments in legiti­ 
mate business and commercial channels, 
and. talk ing of mining stock s, said that 
a mine that has gold or silver and is 
worth a million can raise all the money 
needed for development in five minutes 
without having to appeal to the work ing­ 
man to bu.v stoek . 
The mark et future 
speculation he characterized as merely 
another 
form 
of gambling where the 
stak es are larger and the results too 
often more disastrous. 
Mr. Gates said 
he did not consider his talk a religious 
address, but declared he wanted to con­ 
vince the y oung men that wealth was not 
the k ey to happiness. 


Facts Concerning the Esk imo. 
In all my experience I had never en­ 
countered a rougher, more difficult coun­ 
try in which to hunt than this in Elles­ 
mere land. Ordinarily , I should have be­ 
lieved these m ountain sides, \y ith walls 
of smooth rock sheated with a crust of 
hard ice and snow, quite unscalable. 
In 
places they were almost perpendicular. 
Rarely did they offer a crevice to serve 
as foot or hand hold, and jutting points 
and firm-set boulders were too widely 
scattered to he of much help. 
In this, 
his native land, the Esk imo has a de­ 
cided advantage over the white hunter. 
H is lifetime of experience has taught 
him to scale these ice-clad heights with 
a nimbleness and ease that nre astound­ 
ing. H e is quite fearless, and even the 
mountain sheep is not his superior as a 
climber. 
As if by magic, and w ith little 
apparent effort, the twro Esk imos flew up 


the slippery walls, far outstripping me. 
H ow they do it I shall never k now. Now 
and again I w as forced to cut steps in 
the ice or I should inevitably have lost 
my footing and been hurled downw ard 
several hundred feet to the rock s be­ 
neath. I was astonished even at my own 
progress, and when I paused to glance 
behind me I felt a m om entary panic. 
B ut there was 
110 turning back and one 
look down robbed me of any desire to 
try it. 
The Esk imo has no conception 
of distance. 
H e is endowed with cer­ 
tain artistic instincts which enable him 
to draw a fairly good map of a coast line 
with which he is thoroughly familiar, 
but ho cannot tell y ou how fa r it is from 
one point to another. 
On very many 
occasions I noted this peculiarity when 
traveling with them. 
Often when they 
told me a place we were bound for was 
very close at hand, it developed that we 
were far from it. This is something they 
nre never sure of and cannot indicate. 
The Esk imos have n white man “stung 
to death” from every point of view. 
They not only can go to sleep promptly , 
but sleep soundly and well as they tra v­ 
el, when circumstances permit. They get 
sustenance, too, by eating hard-frozen 
walrus and seal meat or blubber. 
This 
I could never do, for it is so strong in 
flavor that it invariably nauseated me, 
though I did succeed very well with raw- 
bare or deer’s meat when I had it.—H a r ­ 
ry W hitney in Outing.

Roi is said to have been one of the 
strangest swindlers who ever invaded 
Los Angeles. T here is no doubt, the de­ 
tectives say , thnt he is the son of a no­ 
bleman. 
But 
while 
he has 
regularly 
corresponded w ith his relatives in E u­ 
rope, he has 
u s .hI a dozen or more aliases 
during his operations in this country . 
Unlik e most criminals, 
he 
did 
not 
squander his money in fast living, after 
victimizing some one. 
Instead, he care­ 
fully saved it as though f<» r some purpose 
which tilled his mind. 
When lie reached 
Los Angeles, instead of securing expen­ 
sive quarters, afte r the manner of the 
conventional adventurer and social high­ 
w ay m an. Roi rented a modest room in a 
quiet, unpretentious district. As he is a 
draughtsm an, he also secured a position. 
Throughout the day his life was quiet 
ami regular. 
It w as only at night that 
he blossomed out as a swell with ultra­ 
fashionable garm ents ami bad check s. 
W hile in Los Angeles he became ac­ 
quainted with a willow who had inher­ 
ited a fortune of about $3<KMH« !, and en­ 
deavored to induce her to m arry him. H e 
told her that he w as a baron and that 
through becoming his wife sue would be 
adm itted to exclusive aristocratic circles 
in Austria. 
She refused to m arry him 
because of some doubts concerning him 
because of the fact tha t he was living 
under an assumed name. 


AN OLD CAP. 


A Civil W ar V eteian Receives a Relic 
of His Service. 


Tilghm an Colly er, one 
of 
the 
best 
k nown Civil w ar veterans of Greenfield, 
Ind., has received from the w ar depart­ 
ment at W ashington the cap he wore 
when he was mustered out of service at 
W ashington in 1805. 
The story of the 
cap recalls the day s of conflict. 
It was 
011 the eve of the battle of A tlanta that 
y oung Colly er drew the cap. 
H e wore 
it during the engagement and also when 
the artillery took F o rt McAllister, five 
miles below- Savannah. 
H e still wore the 
cap on the march to the sea with Gen. 
Sherman, arid the last time it was in the 
smok e of battle w as at Bentonville, N. 
C., in March, 1805. 
At the close of the 
war, 
when 
the 
troops 
assembled 
at 
W ashington, Mr. Colly er joined his orig­ 
inal regiment and exchanged his cap for 
an infantry hat. 
A card bearing his 
name and regiment was pinned on the 
cap and it w as left with the q uarterm as­ 
ter. 
Mr. Colly er felt so good at being re­ 
leased from the service that he never 
called for the cap and scarecly thought 
of it again until notice came to him u 
few day s ago that an express pack age 
awaited him. 
His pleasure was genuine 
when he found in the pack age his artil­ 
lery m an’s cap which he wore the last 
tim e forty -four y ears ago, and pinned 
011 it w as the original card w-itli his 
name and regiment. 


BOUND FOR HOME. 


An Insane Patient Dies While Carry ing 
Toy s to Children. 
Emil Berndt stole out of the Elgin, 
111., insane asy lum in the cold so he 
might be able to spend his Christm as at 
home with his wife and little ones and 
w as within a mile from them on S atur­ 
day when he froze to diath. 
H e was 
trudging along the railroad track s when 
he dropped, dy ing at 
the 
Fox 
river 
switch. For nine y ears Berndt had spent 
each Christm as in the Elgin asy lum, and 
this y ear he demanded that he be lib­ 
erated for the holiday s. 
He had sat in 
his room for three m onths mak ing trink ­ 
ets for the “ little ones,” and when his 
plea for permission to leave was refused, 
In* dashed by the asy lum guards and 
started his journey along the railroad 
track s—to death. 
On his body were 
found the crude gifts he had made.

Lord Churchill, whose matrimonial dif­ 
ferences with his wife are exciting so 
much attention, is a great-grandson of 
that marchioness of Cony ingham 
who 
was the all powerful favorite of George 
IV. as regent and as King, and upon 
whom that monarch bestowed some of 
the most precious and historic of the 
crown jewels, which the government of 
his successor, William 1 \\, had the ut- 
niost difficulty in recovering from her, 
some indeed having never been restored. 
Lord Churchill's grandfather, the sec­ 
ond M arquis <»f Cony nghnin, was the 
lord chamberlain who together with the 
archbishop of C anterbury called upon 
Princess Victoria at day break at K en­ 
sington palace in June. 1857, in order 
to announce to the then 18-y ear-old girl 
the death of her uncle, William 
IV., 
and her own accession to the throne. 
This Lord Cony ngham ’s daughter, Jane, 
became one of the late queen's most in­ 
timate friends and confidantes, and when 
she was found dead is her bed at Os­ 
borne on Christm as morning in Decem­ 
ber, 1JHS>, the aged Queen was so moved 
by the loss of "Janie” Churchill, who 
had been a member of her household for 
considerably over fifty y ears, that she 
ordered all of her ladies in waiting and 
all the feminine members of her court to 
don mourning, a unique compliment to 
a nonroy al personage. 
There is no doubt 
that the shock of Lady Churchill’s so 
tragically sudden demise contributed to 
the death of the Queen herself three 
week s later. 
Lady Churchill had married a man just 
twice her age and for near eighteen y ears 
the m arriage « a s childless; and then her 
son was born, the present Lord Churchill. 
Malignant rumors began to be circulated, 
for which there was no shadow of a 
foundation bey ond the evil imaginations 
of scandal mongers. 
Some of these ru­ 
mors reached the ears of the late Queen, 
who 
promptly 
and 
characteristically 
showed 
w hat 
she 
thought 
of 
Lady 
Churchill and of the stories concerning 
her. 
Nurseries were by her order spe­ 
cially arranged at Windsor, at Osborne, 
at Balmoral, and at Buck ingham palace, 
for the use of Lady Churchill and her 
baby , and wherever the court moved, the 
baby went along with it, the entire in­ 
fancy and childhood of Lord Churchill 
being thus spent in practically daily com­ 
panionship of the Queen and of her 
y ounger children. 
Needless to add that 
the Queen acted as his godmother, and 
when he grew old enough, appointed him, 
first one of her pages of honor, and later 
011, one of her lords in waiting. 
It is because reared at court he is so 
thoroughly imbued with all its traditions, 
its prejudices, its unw ritten laws, and 
possesses such a profound and intimate 
acquaintance with the lik es and dislik es 
of the roy al family , k nows so well those 
who are 
011 its black book s, and those 
who are in its good graces, tha t Lord 
Churchill was not only retained as lord 
in waiting by Kiug E dw ard on his acces­ 
sion, but was also intrusted with the du­ 
ties of lord cham berlain at the corona­ 
tion. 
The post of lord chamberlain of 
the court is a ministerial office, now held 
by Lord Altlirop, who owes his nom ina­ 
tion to the cabinet, and will fall with 
the latter. 
Lord Clmrchill is. however, 
a sort of perm anent lord chamberlain and 
intrusted with the duties as such. Thus 
it is to him that the K ing has confided 
for y ears the distribution of the tick ets 
to the roy al inclosure at Ascot, and it is 
he, too, who intimates the sovereign’s 
wishes in the m atter of invitations to 
court function^, state balls, etc. 
In fact, 
his influence and authority at court are 
great and in nowise indicated by his title 
of lord in waiting. 
Lord Churchill is only distantly related 
to the present Duk e of Marlborough and 
to W inston Churchill, being descended 
from Lord 
Francis 
Spencer-Churchill. 
« ho was a y ounger son of 
the 
third 
Duk e of Marlborough, and who, after 
many y ears’ service in the H ouse of 
Commons as member of Parliam ent for 
Oxfordshire, was raised to the H ouse of 
Lords two y ears before the battle of 
W aterloo 
as 
Viscount 
Churchill 
of 
Wy chwood. 
Lord Churchill sty les him ­ 
self a prince of the holy Roman empire, 
by virtue of the fact that Em peror Leo­ 
pold bestowed upon the first Duk e of 
Marlborough a principality of the holy 
Roman empire and the title of Prince of 
Mindelheim. But the first 
duk e 
died 
without male issue, being succeeded in 
his English honors by 
his 
daughter, 
H enrietta, and 011 her death by the son 
of his y ounger daughter, 
Anna. 
The 
G erm an honors lapsed with the death of 
the first duk e, 
were 
not 
continued 
through the female line, and therefore 
neither the present D uk e of Marlborough 
nor Lord Churchill 
has 
the 
slightest 
right to the title of prince of the holy 
Roman empire, which is not recognized 
at any foreign court.

Lady Knill, one of the most 
interesting personalities who have ever 
filled the role of Lady May oress, has 
just had conferred on her by the patri­ 
arch of Jerusalem the order of the Holy - 
Sepulchre in recognition of her charita­ 
ble work in the Rom an Catholic diocese 
of Southwark . 
The order of the Holy 
Sepulchre is a very old one. 
T radition 
assigns its origin to the F irst century of 
the Christian era, and there is definite 
k nowledge of its existence 111 the Elev­ 
enth century . 
Only three women in the

One lives in

Dr. Frederick A. Cook is not, the 
first and v ery likely will not be the 
last to offer the pu blic a “gold brick,” 
in the « way of great discov eries, say s 
the Washington 
Post. 
The fakers 
hav e been fou nd in all lands, and in 
almost all times, and their dealings 
hav e been in fake 
discov eries 
in 
science, in medicine, 
in 
literatu re. 
Some were su ccessfu l in fooling the 
pu blic for long periods; others were 
soon cau ght and ex posed. 
For three 
centu ries 
we 
hav e 
had 
among u s 
persons 
persistently 
claiming 
that 
Shakespeare was 
a colossal 
faker, 
and 
palmed 
off 
on 
a 
credu lou s 
pu blic the writings of one 
Bacon, 
as 
being 
the 
produ ctions of 
his 
own brain and pen. 
The Baconites 
are still v ery strong in nu mbers and 
literary ability . 
Dr. Cook 
has had 
many predecessors and will no dou bt 
hav e many su ccessors in the y ears to 
come, and the people will continu e to 
be gu llible. 
P. T. Barnu m, the great 
showman, said the people liked to be 
hu mbu gged. 
That may be pu tting it 
pretty strong, bu t when we hav e once 
been hu mbu gged it delights ou r sou ls 
to see somebody else get into the same 
category . 
One of the greatest, if not the great­ 
est, commercial fakes ev er perpetrated 
u pon the pu blic was that of John Law 
in his famou s Mississippi bu bble, du r­ 
ing the reign of Lou is XV. France at 
that time was bankru pt, when along 
came a canny Scotchman, John Law, 
with his scheme to make all French­ 
men roll in wealth, and presented his 
plan to colonize 
Lou isiana. 
Paper 
money , or rather paper promises, was 
to be the basis of this wealth, and he 
flooded the nation 
with his paper. 
Princes and 
peasants, 
nobles 
and 
clergy , men and women fou ght for 
the chances to su bscribe for this stock. 
In one day he had all France rolling 
in wealth and on the nex t steeped 
worse than ev er in pov erty . Before the 
collapse, howev er, all Eu rope was in 
a craze to bu y shares in the Mississip­ 
pi company , and history say s that at 
one time there were half a million 
foreigners in Paris eagerly specu lat­ 
ing in the stocks and the prices rose 
to 15 ,000 francs a share. 
Bu t the end ] 
came, and it came su ddenly . 
Xo one 
ex cept Law was looking for a break. 
He saw it coining and tied the king­ 
dom. 
Law fou nd his ex ample in what his­ 
tory knows as the “Sou th Sea Bu bble.” 
This was a scheme that fou nd its birth | 
in the activ e brain of William Pater­ 
son, du ring the reign of Qu een Anne. 
Paterson was the fou nder of the Bank j 
of England, and had won high fame as 
j 
a sou nd financier, so it was easy for j 
him to find bu y ers for his shares when 
he placed the glittering Sou th 
Sea 
scheme of colonization before the ey es 
of the people. He selected the Isthmu s 
of Panama as the place to plant his 
colony . 
Adv ertisers of gold mines and 
other get-rich-qu ick 
schemes l i g h t 
find it to their adv antage carefu lly to 
peru se the flamboy ant pamphlets is­ 
su ed by Paterson nearly two centu ries 
ago. 
After a while the end came: 
the colonists sickened and died, money 
became scarce in Scotland, and nobody 
wanted to pu rchase any more of the 
shares, and Panama was left to its fe­ 
v ers. 
There hav e been fakers of history , 
and the name of Herodotu s, like that 
of Abou ben Adhem, leads all the rest. 


original and u npu blished poem by that 
au thor. 
It attracted wide attention, 
and was almost u niv ersally accepted 
by the critics as genu ine, bu t when 
an offer of a large su m came for the 
manu script by a collector the fake was 
acknowledged. 
It is hard to determine to 
what 
class the great Moon hoax properly be­ 
longs, whether among those against 
science or literatu re. So complete was 
it as a treatise on science and astron­ 
omy that it entrapped the great Ara- 
go into accepting it. 
Its au thor was a 
literary geniu s, with a v ery 
large 
knowledge of science and astronomy . 
It pu rported to be the story of how 
Sir John Herschell had constru cted a 
powerfu l telescope, and had been able 
to bring the moon in so close a range 
of v ision as to be able to distingu ish 
animals and men mov ing on its su r- 
ace. 
Known tru ths of science were so 
clev erly interwov en with the imagi­ 
nary that the closest observ er had 
hard work to distingu ish between tlie 
false and the tru e. 
The people of England hav e had at 
least two gold bricks offered them in 
the shape of spu riou s claimants to the 
crown. 
At least half a dozen claim­ 
ants to be the Dau phin of France, the 
son of Lou is XVI, who was su pposed 
to hav e been starv ed to death du ring 
the French Rev olu tion, hav e appeared 
at one time or another. 
In 16 03 Otre­ 
flet', a monk, pretended to be Demetri­ 
u s, son of the Czar Iv an, who had been 
mu rdered. 
We know little of any re­ 
ligiou s impostors prior to the coming 
of Christ, althou gh the Bible tells u s 
that sev eral false Christs had arisen 
before the coming of One now acknowl­ 
edged by the Christian world as the 
real Redeemer. 
Bu t since his 
day 
claimants of div ine rights hav e been 
many . 
Mahomet, perhaps, is clearly 
entitled to stand at the head, and to­ 
day his followers are cou nted by the 
millions. 
Ev idently getting 
his 
inspiration 
from the story of Mahomet, Joseph 
Smith, the father of Mormonistn, dis­ 
cov ered his Bible written on plates of 
gold, which had been hidden for ages 
u ntil the angel gu ided him to the hid­ 
ing place. 
The first book of Mormon 
did not contain all the present creed 
of that sect, bu t was added to from 
time to time by Smith, who, like his 
prototy pe, Mahomet, had v isions many , 
in which he talked with God. 
In the 
y ear 7 4 3 one Adelbert, a Gau l, pre­ 
tended to hav e receiv ed a letter from 
Christ, which had fallen down from 
heav en as he walked the streets, and 
was picked u p by him. 
He soon ob­ 
tained many followers, who went ou t 
into the wilderness and liv ed as John 
the Baptist had liv ed, on locu sts and 
wild honey . 
They soon fell u nder the 
ban of Rome and were pu t down. 
Spain fu rnished one of the most 
su ccessfu l and most impu dent of his 
class of impostors in one Gonsalv o 
Marten, who in 136 0 claimed to be the 
angel Gabriel who had been sent down 
to earth to reform the chu rches and 
driv e ou t error. 
Lady Hester Stan­ 
hope, th^ fav orite niece of William 
Pitt, the great minister of Great Brit­ 
ain, withdrew to Sy ria, and there de­ 
clared hersejf to be the bride of the 
Messiah. 
America has fu rnished its share of 
religiou s 
enthu siasts. 
Among 
them 
William Miller stands ou t the .most 
prominent, becau se of the nu mber of 
He has alway s been called the “Father conv erts he made. 
In these later day s 
of History ,” becau se he was the first j we hav e had Alex ander Dowie, Elijah 
to attempt to pu t into concrete form 
II, with his noted city Zion and his 
the story of what the world had done j many trou bles with the cou rts. 
Bu t 
and what it was then doing. For near­ 
ly 2,4 00 y ears he has been read with 
delight by scholars, and they freely 
' admit that his historical “gold bricks” 
are so well garbed that they are almost 
as good as the genu ine article. 
Among the hosts of literary 
gold 
brick peddlers, Thomas Chatterton will 
ev er stand at the head. 
“The marv el­ 
ou s boy that perished in his pride,” 
when only 14 y ears of age, fooled all 
the literary people of England. 
Upon 
some old parchments he fou nd among 
the things his father had left he pre­ 
tended to hav e discov ered fragments 
of ancient poems, sermons, and articles 
descriptiv e of the city chu rches, all 
written in the old lettering and spell­ 
ing. 
They showed remarkable pow­ 
ers, both for a poet and a descriptiv e 
writer, and at once had all literary 
London agog. 
It was not long, how­ 
ev er, before the literary world fou nd 
that it had been hoax ed by a boy . 
Chatterton went to London at the age 
of 17 to make his way as a writer, bu t 
soon fell into habits of intemperance, 
and at the age of 18 he ended his life 
by drinking poison. 
One of the popu lar poets of the pres­ 
ent day in his early career handed ou t 
to the pu blic a specimen gold brick 
which was so mu ch like the genu ine 
article that most of the literary crit­ 
ics were taken in. 
James Whitcomb 
Riley said, in a conv ersation with a 
friend, that he cou ld write a poem 
that wou ld be readily accepted as be­ 
ing an original by that master poeci- 
cal geniu s of America, Edgar Allan 
Poe. 
A few day s later a paper in a 
small Indiana town annou nced that 
among some ru bbish lu an attic an old 
book had been fou nd that once belong­ 
ed to Poe, and on the fly leaf was an 


it wou ld take page after page to tell of 
all the religiou s fakes that hav e led 
the people at one time or another. 
One of the most impu dent as well as 
su ccessfu l fakes ev er perpetrated was 
that of the Cardiff giant, or petrified 
man. 
In making some 
ex cav ations 
near the town of Cardiff, in Onondago 
Cou nty , New York, the workmen u n­ 
earthed this su pposed petrifaction, oi 
at least this was the claim mau e oy 
those who were engineering the thing. 
It was taken ov er the cou ntry and pu t 
on ex hibition in all the large cities, 
prov ing to be a drawing card for the 
ex hibitors, who reaped a comfortable 
fortu ne from it. 
The whole thing was 
a fake. (It had been cu t in Chicago 
ou t of a block of gy psu m. 
Forgeries for political pu rposes hav e 
been qu ite common in America. 
The 
most noted of these is the Morey let­ 
ter of 1880, when Gen. Garfield was the 
Repu blican candidate for the presi­ 
dency . 
The letter pretended to hav e 
been written in reply to one addressed 
to him by Morey , in which Gen. Garfield 
took strong grou nds against the ex ­ 
clu sion of the Orientals. 
A few y ears later another political 
letter, which, howev er, was not a forg­ 
ery , cau sed a widespread commotion in 
this cou ntry and resu lted in the call­ 
ing home of the British minister at the 
su ggestion of President Clev eland. Mr. 
Clev eland was a candidate for re-elec­ 
tion, and the tariff was in issu e. 
A 
pretended former su bject of 
Qu een 
Victoria wrote to Mr. Sackv ille-West, 
the British minister, say ing that while 
he was an American by adoption he de­ 
sired 
to v ote in the way that wou ld 
do the most good to Great Britain, and 
asked for his opinion as to what ef­ 
fect the tariff wou ld hav e on the moth­ 


er cou ntry . 
It was a political trap 
and ou ght not to hav e deceiv ed ev en 
a ty ro in politics, bu t the minister fell 
headlong into the trap and replied, 
adv ising his correspondent to v ote for 
Mr. Clev eland. 
The most infamou s of all su ch forg­ 
eries was that perpetrated in May , 
1864 , by two newspaper men of New 
York City . 
The two parties were pre­ 
paring to enter u pon a new political 
campaign, and the gov ernment * was 
pu tting forth its strongest efforts to 
pu t an end to the Civ il 
War. 
One 
night, ju st as all the .morning papers 
were abou t to go to press, a procla­ 
mation, written on Associated Press 
paper, and pu rporting to come from 
the office of the association, was de­ 
liv ered at all of the New York news­ 
paper offices. 
The proclamation bore 
the signatu re of President Lincoln, and 
was written in the most depressing 
spirit, giv ing new details of the horri­ 
ble slau ghter on the Sou thern battle­ 
fields, and calling for a new lev y of 
4 00,000 men. 
The effect of su ch a 
proclamation, written in su ch a v ein, 
may well be imagined. 
How many Philadelphia capitalists 
mou rn the dollars which disappeared 
from their coffers into the cav ernou s 
and rapaciou s maw of the Keeley mo­ 
tor, that my steriou s inv ention 
that 
was to rev olu tionize the mechanical 
world! 
A twin brother to the Keeley 
motor was the Logansport, Ind., lamp 
that, once lighted, was to go on and 
on, like the brook, and nev er need re­ 
plenishing or trimming. 
The light 
went ou t, and so did the inv entor, tak­ 
ing with him the good hard dollars of 
a hu ndred or so of his du pes. 
Pittsbu rg 
millionaires, 
Clev eland 
bankers, New York capitalists and dia­ 
mond dealers all paid tribu te, and 
heav y tribu te, to the brilliant and my s­ 
teriou s schemes of Cassie Chadwick, 
ju st as the Parisian money -makers 
did to the Hu mbert family . 
Since history first began to be writ­ 
ten there hav e been fakers ready to 
make diamonds ou t of charcoal 
and 
transmu te base metal into the pu rest 
of gold, and they all 
fou nd 
willing 
du pes. 
Americans of the last generations 
lau ghed and grew fat ov er the fakes 
offered them by that prince of show­ 
men, Pliineas T. Barnu m. 
The world 
will nev er again see his like. 
There 
was Joice Heth, the negress, 161 y ears 
old, who had once belonged to Au gu s­ 
tine Washington, the father of the im­ 
mortal George, and who was an ey e­ 
witness to the cu tting down of the 
cherry tree. 
Dis de Bar, with her 
spirit pictu res, has been ex posed time 
and again. 
Of faking 
trav elers 
we 
hav e had hu ndreds of them. 
Witness 
Americu s Vespu siu s, who gav e to ou r 
continent its name. He faked the hon­ 
ors which belonged to Colu mbu s, and 
saw many lands no one else has seen. 
There was Sir John Mandev ille and 
Marco Polo. 
They had their believ ers 
in their day , bu t in this iconoclastic 
age they are pu t down as fakers. 
It is not so many y ears ago that the 
false Roger Ticheborne handed ou t to 
the English people a first-class gold 
brick when he set u p his claim to v ast 
estates. 
He won notoriety and a long 
term in prison. There was Peter Ney , 
the North Carolina school teacher, who 
some fou rscore y ears ago had nearly 
all the people in the two Carolinas 
ready to back him as Napoleon’s great­ 
est marshal, Michael Ney . 
There hav e been deceptions which 
accomplished a good pu rpose. 
Take 
that of the Cid, who died on the field 
of battle, and his officers tied him, 
clothed in fu ll armor, on the back of 
his war steed, sitting 
u pright 
with 
sword clasped in his mailed hand, 


DR. COOK'S NOTORIOUS FORERUNNER. 


Nearly three centu ries ago there was a great ex plorer, who sou ght the 
Northwest passage, which was the dream of ex plorers in the sev enteenth 
centu ry as the North Pole has been the dream of ex plorers of a later gen­ 
eration. 
He had made sev eral attempts to find that my steriou s and ev er- 
elu siv e passage to Cathay , and at last had been told of a mighty riv er far 
in the interior of the new continent, which wou ld lead him to the salt sea 
of the West. This great ex plorer was Samu el de Champlain, the fou nder of 
Qu ebec and the discov erer of the Great Lakes. 
At the same tmie there was another who was ambitiou s for fame as a 
great and su ccessfu l ex plorer. 
This ambitiou s y ou ng man spent a winter 
in Canada among the Indians. 
One day he su ddenly appeared at Qu ebec, 
ju st as a ship was sailing for France. 
He arriv ed in France, and had won­ 
drou s tales to tell of great discov eries, of hardships endu red, of difficu lties 
su rmou nted and dangers dared. 
lie was receiv ed by the King and Qu een 
and all the notables of the kingdom, and again and again told the story of 
how he had su cceeded where Champlain and Cadillac and Cartier and a host 
of others had failed. 
He was the hero of the hou r, the pet of Paris and of 
France. 
Honors were showered u pon hirn. 
He told how he had paddled u p 
this riv er in his canoe, and down that; how he had threaded his way throu gh 
dense forests, and fou ght with wild beasts, and with wilder and more sav age 
men; how at last lie h§ d come to the shores of a great salt sea, a bou ndless 
ocean stretching ev er and ev er westward. 
All this, and mu ch more, glibly 
fell from his tongu e a dozen times a day , and the King and nobles v ied with 
one another in their haste and liberality to fit ou t a new ex pedition u nder 
Champlain to complete the discov eries and set u p a claim to the land and the 
ocean for the kingdom of France. 
Mu ch against his will, the “discov erer” was forced by the King to go 
with this new ex pedition as its pilot and gu ide. Champlain landed at Qu ebec, 
and almost immediately started on his qu est for the salt sea. 
Day after 
day he pu shed his little force throu gh the wilderness, u ntil at last he came 
to a tribe of Indians, who recognized his gu ide. 
Then came the end. 
It was dev eloped that the gu ide had spent the 
winter with these Indians, and had not been a mile farther west. 
He had 
nev er seen the salt sea, and the Indians themselv es had nev er heard of any 
su ch sea within thou sands of leagu es of where they were. 
Champlain 
tu rned back toward Qu ebec, and Nicholas Vignau , the great fakir of the 
sev enteenth centu ry , qu ietly dropped ou t of sight.

His fath­ 
er was interested in forestry , and it 
was Pinchot money that endowed at 
Yale the first chair for the stu dy of 
forestry established in any American 
u niv ersity . 
He is a man of largo 
means, and it is said that he alway s 
distribu ted his salary among his su b­ 
ordinates, and at v ariou s times went 
into his own pocket to carry ou t im­ 
portant work for the gov ernment. Aft- 
r being gradu ated at Yale Mr. Pin- 
hot went abroad, where he stu died 
Eu ropean methods of forest preserv a­ 
tion. 
Upon his retu rn to this cou ntry 
he became chief forester of the great 
Vanderbilt estate, Biltmore, and, after 
spending fou r y ears in priv ate life, he 
was in 1897 made special agent of the 
Interior Department to report on for­ 
est preserv es. 
His adv ancement was 
rapid, and in 1898 President Roosev elt 
appointed him head of the forest serv ­ 
ice. 
Mr. Ballinger at that time was 
chief of the land office, and Mr. Pin­ 
chot was his su perior. 
When Mr. Bal­ 
linger became Secretary of the Interior 
positions were rev ersed.

Santiago, Chili, Feb. 14.—The Paci­ 
fic 
Navigation 
company’s 
steamer 
Lima is ashore on one of the islands 
of the Huamblin passage of the straits 
of Magellan and will probably be a 
total loss. It is reported the chief pilot 
and 
eighty-seven 
passengers 
were 
drowned. 
The British steamer Hathumel res­ 
cued 205 of the persons aboard the 
steamer, but was forced to leave eigh­ 
ty-eight persons aboard whom it was 
impossible to rescue. 
The government has sent a warship 
to render whatever aid is possible to 
the steamer Lima. The Pacific Steam 
Navigation company, which owns the 
Lima, has sent five of their vessels to 
the scene of the wreck. 
The disaster 
occurred far from any place from 
which telegrams could be sent, and no 
details arc expected until the warship, 
which has a wireless equipment, ar­ 
rives at the island where the Lima was 
wrecked. 
The steamer Hathumel has 
sent no further information concern­ 
ing the disaster. 
It is stated that the Hathumel, while 
transferring the survivors from the 
Lima, came near beifig wrecked her­ 
self owing to the gale and the strong 
currents prevailing at the time.

long agitation for civic reform, the citi­ 
zens of Colorado Springs have adopted a 
new charter which attem pts to combine 
the best elements of the so-called Galves­ 
ton and Des Muines plans. 
The new 
form of government places all legislative 
executive, and judicial functions in the 
hands of five men elected at large for 
terms of four years, but adds to the 
Iowa provisions for t i: * * direet expression 
of popular will in the initiative, the re­ 
call, ami the referendum strong correlat­ 
ing power in the hands of the mayor, as 
iu tne Texas cities. 
On the whole, the 
new 
charter eliminates several oi 
the 
object tollable features of the Des Moines 
plan, 
and 
modifies 
the 
“ un-American 
autocracy ’ or the Galveston plan. 
Mayor Is the Head. 
By the term s of the Iowa law under 
which 
the cities of Des Moines and 
( edar Rapids are now 
operating, 
the 
| mayor is the presiding officer of the 
: commission, and “head of the depart­ 
ment ol public affairs. 
H e 
has 
no I 
power oi 
veto, and no [cower of ap­ 
pointment greater than that of Ins as­ 
sociates.

need attention, and to supervise the con­

One Election a Year. 
A petition of 15 per cent, of the vot­ 
ers, as against 25 per cent, under the 
Des Moines plan, forces the council to 
submit any measure to popular action at 
a special election. 
Only one such spe­ 
cial election, however, may be held w ith­ 
in twelve months. 
Upon a petition of 
I ;> per cent, of the electorate, any pro­ 
posed legislation, originating with the pe- 
; titioners, will be submitted at the next 
general election. 
Thus the new form of 
government secures a maximum of di­ 
rect popular control, without the unfair­ 
ness, expense, and turmoil of frequent 
elections. 
F o r “half « dozen professional 
agitators to keep the city constantly 
stirred up” would he an Impossibility; 
w hat “stirring up” would occur would 
doubtless have a very salubrious effect 
upon 
the 
political 
life 
of 
Colorado 
»Springs. 
Notwithstanding 
its 
wide 
adoption, 
municipal government by commission is 
yet too young to have proved itself a 
panacea for all of the evils of American 
civic rule. The new charter of Colorado 
Springs, however, gives promise pf a so­ 
lution of some of the more serious diffi­ 
culties encountered by the two earner ex­ 
periments in Texas and Iowa.

Once more the Countess Cassini fu r­ 
nished W ashington a sensation in the a n ­ 
nouncement that she is to make her debut 
in grand opera in Paris.

“There ain’t a single caribou left in 
the whole state of Maine.” says Gann 
NV arden C’y Adams. “ I have seen a great 
many deer and moose, but no caribou, 
because there w eren’t none there. 
I 
guess they've got the Canada fever, ami 
the herds I used to see around here are 
now in New Brunswick or Quebec. They 
are heading further north, for caribou 
won’t stand civilization, like deer, and 
they won t live in pairs here and there 
like moose. 
It’s tlie deer that are driv­ 
ing them away. 
There are more deer in 
Maine today than there used to be in the 
time of the Indians, Then the wild ani- 
mals were just in the right proportion 
and didn’t butt in <>u each other*» rights. 
I he nat ural f *.*od of the caribou is moss. 
Moose live on the large branches of trees 
priucipa ly. and deer chew small twigs 
land branches, grass and such like. Now. 
deer have grown so plentiful that they 
don't find enough of their own kind of 
f o o d , s-o they eat the moss on the trunks 
of tree« oil which caribou used to feed. 
Consequently tlie caribou got hungry and 
disgusted and quit. 
T h a t’s why moose 
and caribou moose and deer get on all 
right in lie* same territory’, but caribou 
and deer don’t get along any better to 
gether than cattle and sheep out west 
and for the same reason. 
There’s other 
reasons why caribou have left tins st.-it* 
where they used to be so plentiful. 
Cari- 
bou are shy animals, to begin with. They 
won’t hang around where there’s lum­ 
bering going on. and there’s hardly 
corner of the state where the wmods are 
not full of lumbermen.”

Has Some Modifications. 
The Colorado Springs charter makes 
several other modifications of the Des 
Moines plan. 
The Colorado document 
creates a departm ent of public health 
and sanitation in charge of one of the 
commissioners; in Des Moines, the health 
officer and his assistants arc responsible 
to the commissioner of public sufety. 
P arks and public property, -and streets 
and public improvements, separate de­ 
partm ents under the Iowa law, are unit­ 
ed in the departm ent of public works 
and property. 
The proposed charter Ingeniously sim­ 
plifies tlie machinery of election by pro­ 
viding that whenever a candidate at the 
primary election receives a majority of 
the votes cast,

shall be declared 
elected. 
The ballots, as under the Iowa law, 
shall be without designation of party a f­ 
filiation. 
Furtherm ore, the charter pro­ 
vides that each candidate must make 
affidavit “to the fact that he has not be­ 
come a candidate as the nominee or rep­ 
resentative of or because of any prom­ 
ised support from any political party or 
any committee or convention represent­ 
ing or acting for any political party.” 


Machine Politics B aned. 
i here follows a series of provisions a t­ 
tempting to prevent any application of 
machine” politics to municR/al election. 
Gne section prohibits 
each 
candidate 
irom the use of more than one carriage 
to convey voters to the polls, and stipu­ 
lates that the voters »o conveyed must 
be too infirm to walk. 
The penalty for 
any offense is disqualification from of­ 
fice. 
Similar provisions in the Iowa law 
are too vague and too reminiscent of the 
old Fourth of July oration to be of much 
practical value.

The Child’s Rights 
Of Property and Person. 
While the largest part in developing 
tin* individuality and the self-respect of 
tiie child consists in surrounding him 
with an atmosphere of action, considera­ 
tion, and good comradeship, yet there 
are a score of physical details, many of 
them apparently trilling in themselves, 
which greatly promote this end. 
For 
instance, the child should b e allowed to 
develop a due and proper sense, within 
reasonab le limits, of rights of property 
and person, which should b e inviolab le, 
except for good and sufficient cause. 
It 
is hardly necessary 
to encourage the 
sense of ownership in a very young child, 
since his naive and instinctive attitude 
is that the world b elong to him. 
The 
only thing that prevents him from appro­ 
priating and enjoying anything and ev­ 
erything in it is that it is b eyond his 
reach or too heavy to lift. 
But while 
he is iu the b eginning a pure socialist, 
certain that everything b elongs to him 
| who has the greatest need of it, namely 
j himself, he quickly develops individual- 
| istie tendencies to the extent of recog­ 
nizing that certain ob jects, usually play­ 
things, or other interest-hearing securi­ 
ties of that class, are his not only when 
lit* needs them, b ut also while he doesn’t, 
and may not he taken for the use or en­ 
joyment of his fellow citizens without 
j due process of law, or equivalent in re­ 
turn. 
“ B ut,” says some one, “this is pure 
and unadulterated selfishness, and the b e­ 
ginning of some of the ugliest vices of 
the human heart. 
G ranted; b ut it is 
also the indispensab le b asis of some of 
the sturdiest virtues and should within 
reasonab le limits b e encouraged. 
Re­ 
memb er, selfishness is just as necessary 
to the development of the child in this 
stage as unselfishness will b e later. 
Let the child have and develop rights 
of personal ownership 
in 
playthings, 
dolls, b lue dresses, scarlet co*ats with 
pearl b uttons, even favorite shawls and 
pillows, and you will find that you have 
provided a b asis for the recognition of 
similar rights to other articles of b eauty 
ami value in others. 
Let him feel that 
while he will b e expected to waive those 
rights under certain conditions and even 
to suspend them altogether under the 
parental right of eminent domain, yet 
that even in so doing his rights to control 
them are to b e recognized, his opinion in 
the m atter consulted, and his consent, if 
possib le, ob tained. 
The surrender of his 
rights under these conditions is a definite 
forward step in the direction of a self- 
b alanced 
and self-con trolled 
morality. 
Sub mission to mere arb itrary command 
does little to develop spontaneous moral­ 
ity and much tow ard1 making the child 
k hypocrite. 
A little later, when these treasures 
have grown Hi numb er and in b ulk, the 
child should b e allowed to have some b ox, 
cupb oard or draw er where they can b e 
stored, and which shall he as far as pos­ 
sib le, like the Englishm an’s house, his 
castle. 
Its accumulations, of course, ure 
to he sub ject to the « military police regu­ 
lations of the household community, and 
are to b e recognized as at any time sub ­ 
ject to the right of search and entry for 
missing goods. 
But b roadly speaking, 
that nook or corner should b elong to him 
to stock as he sees lit, within the limits 
of a reasonab le regard for the rights 
and the nostrils of others. 
Dead kittens 
and crayfish and sea urchins.for instance, 
should b e tab ooed ou sanitary grounds. 
He should b e allowed to keep and a r ­ 
range this’ stock on such principles of 
logical disorder as appeal to him. 
“A 
place for everything and everything in 
that place,” is apt to b e his motto of 
arrangem ent ab out this time, b ut it will 
serve as the stepping-stone to something 
b etter. 
From his very b ab yhood he should lie 
given a cot or a little b ed of Ins own, 
and allowed to regard that, within rea­ 
sonab le limits, b oth as a place of secure 
retreat and «*f storage for unob jectionab le 
articles of value. 
If executive consider­ 
ations make it ab solutely necessary that 
two children should occupy one b ed, then 
an accurate delimitation of spheres of in­ 
fluence should b e made for each, the in­ 
vasion of which should he forb idden and 
looked upon as a casus b elli or ground 
for arb itration.—Success.

REMARKABLE ECCENTRICITIES 


TH E PUBLIC DRIVERS. 
OF 


Hatred of the Bourgeois the Dominant 


Principle in the Make-up of 
French Jehus. 


Among Anglo-Saxons there is a gen­ 
eral and instinctive desire to do b usiness 
on the b asis of an entente cordiale. 
In 
Paris the hailing of a cab man is looked 
on b y b oth parties to the transaction as 
an implied declaration of war. 
T he cab ­ 
m an takes your measure, and you take 
liis numb er (if you are wise). 
At once he 
will give you reason to remurk that he 
has a rooted and premeditated ob jection 
to drive you where you wish to go. 
P er­ 
haps he* prefers the opera quarter b e­ 
cause it is central, or, should the weather 
b e fine, his heart is prob ab ly set upon 
driving in the Hois, while you may have 
b usiness at the b ourse. 
He explains his 
views on the sub ject selfishly and rudely. 
A foreigner alighted recently from the 
Calais train at the Northern railway sta ­ 
tion iu Paris, and 
ordered 
a 
typical 
Parisian cab man, b loated, pale and ab ­ 
sinthe-soaked. to drive him to the Rue 
Blomet, which is a street in the relatively 
distant 
Yaugirard 
quarter. 
“ P e u t 
on 
hab iter la Rue Blomet?” (“ Is it possib le 
to inhab it the Rue Blomet?” ) exclaimed 
the ragged ruffian on an epigrammatic 
not of disdain which would have done 
honor to Beau Brummel. 
But it is when 
tin* Paris cab man has once started on 
his "course,” a w arpath in the strict 
sense of the term, that he proves to what 
a limitless extent he is the enemy of 
mankind. 
H is hatred of the “b ourgeois,” 
the “man in the street,” in spite of, and 
indeed b ecause of. his b eing a potential 
client, is expressed at every yard. 
He 
constantly tries to run him down, which 
makes strangers to 
Paris 
accuse 
the 
Pais cab man of driving b adly, while in 
point of fact he is not driving at all, 
b ut playing with miraculous skill a game 
of his own which suggest cannon b il­ 
liards in the hands of a world’s cham ­ 
pion. 
But it is not with the pub lic alone 
♦ hat he is at war. 
On all other cab men 
whose path he crosses, on omnib us driv­ 
ers, 
motorcar 
men. 
b icyclists, 
private 
coachmen, costermongers with b arrows 
and (sotto voce) the police, he heaps 
deadly insults, the least outrageous of 
which are “O urs!” (Bear!” ) and “Fnur- 
nenu!” (“Oven!” ), the latter containing 
a sub tle doub le meaning, intelligib le only 
to those who have 
Paris “argot” or 
slang at their finger ends, and too long 
to explain. 
T he cab m an’s wild career through the 
streets, the constant waving and slashing 
of his pitiless whip, his madcap hurtle- 
ments and collisions, the frenzied gesticu­ 
lations which he exchanges with 
his 
“ fare,” the panic-stricken flight of the 
agonized women whose lives he has en­ 
dangered, the ugly rushes which 
the 
pub lic occasionally make at him with a 
view tt» lynching him, 
tin* sprawling« 
and failings of his maddened, hysterical, 
starving horse, contrib ute as much as 
anything to the spasmodic Intensity, the 
electric b lue-iire diab lerie 
which 
are 
characteristic of the general movement 
of Paris. 
All that can b e said in mitigation of 
the Paris cab m an’s methods is that “he 
lias them in the b lood.” 
Every Parisian 
(and the cab man is no exception) has the 
soul of a dictator and the spirit of an 
artist. 
To exercise 
autocratic 
power 
and. failing this, to enjoy the maximum 
of personal freedom from all restraint, 
moral or social, is the goal at which he 
is ever aiming, openly or secretly. W atch 
a P aris cab man for instance, on a wet 
day, or on some festival occasion, such 
as the New Year, when there is a b ig 
demand for b is services. 
W ith w hat 
haughty disdain does he drive along the 
streets 
deaf to every appeal refusing 
every fare, rejoicing in the discomfort 
ami inconvenience he is causing, trium ph­ 
ant in the thought that at last he has 
“ the 
b ourgeois” at hie feet, 
that the 
clientele which 
he detests and 
which 
detests him is now a humiliated, b e- 
muddled or b edraggled mob of suppli­ 
cants waiting on his will, whom he can 
enrage to b oiling point with his sneers 
and his silence, or lash with his sar­ 
casm s as cruelly as he neats his horse. 
Cheerfully th>eK he sacrifice half a day’s 
earnings to the enjoyment of this ex­ 
quisite revenge, for at least he can say 
to his hungry wife and children, when 
he gets home, “J ’ai veou.” 
They may 
not have dined—b ut he has lived. 
It is 
b ecause the Parision recognizes in him­ 
self a certain community of sentiment 
with the cab man in this attitude toward 
life tha t he tolerates him. though he does 
not forgive him.—Rowland
